Federal Grants 


Are Looked at 


<• Narrowly Nowadays 


All the years I've been in the 


n^tyspaper business I've plugged 
editorially for such public works as 
the development of waterways and 
•the improvement of highways, Now 


I am beginning to have doubts. 


Money for the waterways always 


came from the federal government. 
But the highways were financed 
chiefly by the states. Today both 
waterways 
and 
highways 
are 


major expense items of a Wash- 
ington government that is running 
up the heaviest peace-time loss in 
the history of America. 


You must have.felt some alarm 


^over one item in yesterday's paper 
—a Washington dispatch, reporting 
that because of the new crisis with 
Russia the congress has virtualy 
given up hope of cutting expenses 
in the new fiscal year, which starts 
July 1. 


One reason given in the dispatch 


was the need to vote an extra 350 
million dollars for the armed forces 
And that's all right. 


But it's got to come off some- 


where else. 


^Yesterday's edition reported in 
-other dispatches that the congress 
is going to start hearings on a 
federal highway program to sost 
550 million dallars a year. 


A paltry 25 millions was trimmed 


off the waterways bill yesterday, 
including a 5-million nick for Ark- 
ansas. 


But we don't seem to be getting 


anywhere—not in the face of a 
deficit that is threatening to hit 
6 billion dallars a year. 


" f The fact is, Americans are losing 


their appetite for federal grants re- 
gardless of the purpose. For we 
know by now that very dollar of 
"ireo" federal 
money 
sent out 


here is borrowed money—and it's 
poor patriotism that allows ciizens 
to ask for Washington dollars when 
the job can be bought and paid for 
right here at home. 


Or, if we can't get it at home we 


might as well mke up our mind 
we don't need it. 
*' This may be a striking reversal 


of policy by your correspondent, 
and a perusal of my past writings 
will show that I am inconsistent. 
But events are inconsistent, tpo. 
We have a peace, for instance, that 
is no peace at all. And we might 
as well face the fact. 


If America can't get her run- 


ning expenses down to her income 
then it doesn't make much differ- 
ence whether we keep up our arm- 


^ed forces or cot—for a bankrupt 
^government will cave in at home 


as quickly as a defenseless govern- 
ment is conquered from abroad. 


Everyone knows that much of 


the federal aid progam is a fin- 
ancial phoney, anyway—it takes 
about a dollar in taxes to ge 50 
cents back from Washington—and 
thisis a good time to be cracking 
down on the whole "Heaven help 
me, Washington" idea. 


Do I sound sour? 
Look at your calendar, brother, 


•'This is 1950. The shooting war has 


been over nearly five years—and 
nobody yet has put a real axe on 
the deadwood that war dragged in- 
to the federal machine.

The debutante is expected to be

Who was Galloping Gertie VWell, 


the boys- with the slid:: rules all

They'll never forgot her. 


Gertie was a bridga — -i slender, 


tremulous suspension bridge— that 
became the v i c t i in of what is 
known as "The Pearl Harbor of 
American Civil Engineering." 


It happened on Nov. 
7, 1949, 


when Gertie w;is just slightly more 
than four months ol.d She spanned 
the breeze-whipped Tacoma 
nar- 


rows, and some 265,000 
cars had 


passed across her. From the start 
she had been 
a 
very 
nevvous 


bridge. She quivered like G i 1 d a 
Gray—or a plucked guitar string 
—in any steady wind. 


But on this stormy N o v c m ber 


day she vibrated herself apart and 
collapsed in a multi-million dollar 
ruin into Pugct Sound. A 
nows- 


nian, the last person on the bridge, 
crawled to safety across the twist- 
ing roadway bfore the 
structure 


went down. 


The event shook some 
of 
the 


mathematical certainty out of en- 
ginc-L'ring circles. They leiu-ned the 
sad lesson that wind p r e s s u r e 
could shake a suspension bridge 
apart as quickly us too p.iea'. 
a 


weight strain could break it in half. 
The trouble was no one r e a l l y 
knew much about the aerodynam- 
ics of bridges.

Plans wore drawn to strengthen 


Gertie. But before they could bo 
carried out the storm came —and 
Gertie wasn't there anymore. 


Now she has a $14,000,000 daugh- 


ter rising in her place, a huskier 
span that will be the w o r l d ' s 
third longest suspension b r i d g e 
upon cimplction this 
Seplembei 


And the 5,000-foot new b r i d g . 
embodies now construction princi- 
ples. 


"Wo spent three and a half years 


studying aerodynamic 
oscilliation 


caused by the wind passing over 
a fixed object," said Andrew. "We 
tested models in the wind tunnel— 
do." 


The research disclosed that 
a 


steady wind of 40 to 50 miles 
an 


hour could cause more 
vibration 


damage 
than 
100-mile- an 
hour

Two Americans 
Are Slain in 
West Java 


Jakarta, U. S. I., April 28 —-(/P)— 


A Yale professor and an American 
correspondent were 
slain 
yester- 


day in West Java — the apparent 
victims of a m u r d e r o u s gang 
whose motives could not be deter- 
mined. 


The two were Prof. R a y mond 


Kennedy, 43, of Yale university, a 
noted sociologist known to his stu- 
dents as "Jungle Jim" because of 
his urge to explore remote places, 
and Robert Doyle, 30, a native of 
Chicago who worked 
for 
Time 


and Life magazines out of 
Hong 


Kong. 


A spokesman for the American 


embassy said- the two w^re killed 
on a paved highway near 
Tomo. 


This is in a beautiful mountainous 
area where fanatical g u e r r i lla 
bands were active d u r i n g the 
Dutch-Indonesian 
warfare. There 


was an indication the bodies may 
have been mutilated. 


The road has been c o n s i dered 


safe for daytime travel in 
recent 


months but most foreigners 
do 


not venture along it at night'. The 
road winds through tea and rub- 
ber estates and rice paddies thick- 
ly populated with natives. 


The two left Jakarta Wednesday 


for Jogjakarta, capital of the 
In- 


donesian republic. They spent the 
night in Bandoeng, and hoped 
to 


make Jogjakarta by last night. 


There was no official account ol 


What happened. Radio Jogjakarta 
quoted its Bangoeng correspondent 
as saying the men were halted in 
their jeep at noon yesterday by a 
gang of four or five men in uni- 
form. 


The dispatch said D o y l e and 


Kennedy were taken to a clearing 
in' a forest and 
shot. 
Villagers 


were compelled to bury them anc 
the gang made their getaway to- 
ward Chcribon in a sedan 
t h e y 


had seized on the highway. 


The frightened villagers reported 


to Indonesian soldiers, who dug up 
the bodies.

in the senate to include a $36,950, 
000 authorization for a project to 
provide a nine-foot channel 
on 


the Ouachita. 
; 


When the bill went to a house 


senate conference, the house mem- 
bers balked at authorizing the full 
amount for the Ouachita. The 3U 
thorization was trimmed to $21, 
30,000. The project in ,'lts entirety 
was approved, however. 


The report must now be 
ap- 


proved by the house and senate.
